MIJNGO PARK. 

In our last we alluded to the possibility of 
the safety of Mungo Park, but were guilty 
of a mistake in stating, that the person, 
supposed to be that enterprising traveller, was 
in Abysinnia, instead of the interior of 
Africa, We have since then been enabled by 
the kindness of Captain Rudland, not only 
to corrcct that mistake, but further to lay 
before our readers the following interesting 
particulars, which will be found, we trust, to 
justify, in a grcat measure, the hopes we 
expressed. We have only to add that these. 
hopes, which were first excited by intelligence 
communicated to the public in this Paper 
about 15 months back, receive no little strength 
from the coasideration that, within that space 
of time, repcated intelligence, from differen€ 
quarters, of the probable existence of some 
European in the interior of Africa, has 
been received. We trust that some cliectual 
énquiry will be set on foot, not only to 
ascertain tbe truth of the above intelligence, 
but to procure the escape of the person, 
whoever he may Be, from the barljarous eoune 
try in which he resides, 

A Mahometan Merchant from Gondar, by 
name Abdoala, errived at Autalow, in Fee 
bruary last, the Residence of Ras Welleta 
Sellasse Governor of the province of Tigre, 
who informed Mr. Cofân and Mr, Pearce, 
two Englishmen residing there under the 
Ras’ protection, that, about 3 months before, 
he saw a strange white man, at a large Towa 
beyond the province of Walkayte, inhabited 
by the Pagan Galla, who informed him he 
was then léarning the language, that he had 
Come from-the West and was berrding his 
eourse to the Fast or Mecea. He appeared 
in the dress of the Country ; he spoke Arabic 
ènd asked Abdoola if he eould speak Engtish 
the latter answered he could not, but that he 
Anderstood Arabic, Tigre and Amhara, 

Abdogla had intereourse wilk (his stranger 
for two months during his stay in these parts, 
and was sure he was uot a native of the 
country, from the cireumstance of his conv 
stantiy taoking at the Moor and. counting the 
Stars when visible. . 

He supposed his age to be 50; his beard 
was of a light red color; he had no hair up 
òn the crowirof his head; his manners, and 
dress, were the same as those of the people of 
the country ; he lived in a common hut, chief. 
ly by himself, and at times seemed neglectet 
and treated indifferently, though he genee 
rally took his lood witb the principal people. 
‚_ Khis stranger further wished ta know from 
the Mahomedan Merckant the distance from 
tbe place in which he ther resided, to Efat 
or Gondar, who told him it was 3 mouth’s 
journey fortho Cofla. He then said, tbat he 
should endeavour.soon to make his way to 
one or other of those plaecs. 

Messrs. Pearce and Coffin offered the mer. 
€hant 150 dollars, (all tbe money they pose 
sessed)} to return to the place the white. mak 
was. detained at, and citber bring him or a 
letter frann him; but being engaged in his 
commerciet affairs ke declined accepting this 
eer amtl said that as he was goïng to the 
markets ir Bat amd Shoa, st might be two 
years before hé visited the west couutry and 
Tombuwcteo again. ° 

Messrs. Coffin and Pearce felt so much in 
terest on account of the report of this man, 
whom the Ras had known for many years as 
a vespectable trader, and who could have had 
no motive for making a false statement on the 
present occasiom, that they solicited tor peo- 
ceed to the province of Walkayte, in quest 
of the supposed stranger, but the Ras object. 
ed toit. He thought the-risk of. the journes 
too great for them to undertake; besides he 
had promised, he said, his friend Mr. Salt to 
take care of beth of them and would not 
suffer either to be exposed. to a danger which 
he did not undergo himself,

Cathotie Emene:pation could orly be 
carried into efect in one way, and ihat 
was by repeeling all the laws which en= 
joined the taking the Oath of Supre- 
macy, by repealing the Act of Unitore 
zaity, aad, in short, by repealing and 
aiterias every thing of our Constituticn, 
from the tene that the Protestant Re- 
fermation was established in England, 
down to the present time. The full 
emuancipation an the Roman Cutho- 
lics contended for, would go te violate 
and repeat the Act of Union between 
Scotland and Epglaud, aud the Union 
between Ireland and Great Britain in a 
great measure also. Ínthe Act of Un- 
ion between England end Scotland, it 
was declered that the Acts of Uuifor- 
mity of Éiizabeth and Charles, should 
be fundamental. IF all these Acts were 
repealed, what became of the Constitu- 
tion? By the Union between England 
and Ireland, the same church estaùtish- 
ment was guaranteed to boi countries. 
But our modern Philosophers, and oer 
medern Orators, make very light of all 
those Acts. The Roman Catholics have 
at present all their Liberties. ‘key ere 
only excepted from certain employmeais. 
They have as complete Iberty as any 
peuple on earth, ‘Fhey had the same 
securities for their Hbert 
ties tho reet ; 
ard they mieh 
ment if trey werld enly take those oeths 
wiich every other person took. Would 
it be grid the Freech subjects passcssed 
as great liberty as was erjoyed by the 
Frish Roman Catholice? Would it be 
said that equal Liberty wos enjoyed by 
any of the suhiectsef the states of Gere 
many? West did the Roman Cathos 
lies wens? Give us only a full equal 
Uy wh yeu kw acmissten to all places 
iu the army and navy—=in short, to at 
places whatever. 'fhatis their demand, 
end that could only be done at the exe 

aace of the protestants. The Cathoe 
hes were always calling out for full 
liberty of conscience; but they them- 
sclves allowed no liberty ef couscience 
whatever. What did they do lately in 
Spain? In the very first act of the 
Spenish Legislators, they declared the 
Reman Catholic to be the only religion, 
and that no other was to be tole- 
rated, ‘To be sure the case was some 
what different in lreland. Ít was a max- 
im of the Catholics not to quarrel with 
the people of another religion, wien they 
happened to be stronger than them- 
selves. ‘Their impotence alone was Ure 
cause of their humanity. They say they 
have a right to religious liberty; and 
the fact was, that notwithstandiug their 
own intoterance, tkey were in the full 
enjoyment of religious liberty. —( Hear !) 
—He was himself a compiete friend to 
religious liberty.—(Laugh.)—Religious 
liberty never was denied them, at least 
in his memory, in ketand. Another rea- 
son urged for the repeal of all these 
coustitutioual acts, was their number and 
power in Ireland. For this there was 
asserlion, and assertion alone. He had 
never heard any thing like cateulation 
adduced, nothing but assertion. ‘Fhe on- 
Iy calculation made was from the hearth 
money returns, and it was contend- 
ed from these that the pumber of in- 
habitants of Ireland amounted in the 
wkole to 4,150,000—but this calculation 
admitted a great deal too many inha- 
bitants to one house. He had procured 
calculations fròm several of the most poe 
pulous parishes, and particutarty wo 
parishes where the inhabitants were much 
employed in trade and manufactures. 
It was found that in these parishes the 
number of inhabitants was only òito à 
house.—Surely the number of inhabi- 
tants in one house would be greater it 
these wealthy parishes, than in the mie 
gerable mud cabins of other paris or Îree 
land. Throughout the kingdom, the nume 
ber of inhabitants to a house, he should 
think, must be considerably less than 
five. At that rate the number of inha- 
bitants of the whole kingdom would not 
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mnbant to more than 5,500,000. B.sh- 
op Bark, a Catholic, pudiished a boox 
in 1762, in which he stated the wholz 
of the inbabitaats at not more thua two 
millions, of which he stated the Protestaats 
to constitute 700,000. At that time then 
the number of the Catholies to the Pro. 
testants were net two to oue. He com- 
plained that since 1731 the Protests 
had been contina'ly increasing. Tais 
book was still extamt. Now, how wes it 
possible, that if such were (he numbers 
of the Irish then, that t ey couid now 
be so much greater as was pretended ?

Sir J. C. Hippisley was happy that the 
Riekt Honourable Gentleman appeared 
te repent his mmtemperate ecffusious, but 
certern it was, that on purchasing the work, 
the Horourabie Barourt was informed by 
tbe Booksellers that Dr. Duigenan was the 
author oi it, After some further remarks 
upon the difference of language employed 
now and heretofore, the Ho sourable Baronet 
proceeded at some leagth oa the authorie 
ties of Le Hope, St. Austin and other 
ecctesastical writers, to prove that the

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Popish doctrine of Exelasive Salvation had 


een misconceived by many, and misre- 
presented by others; accoriting to proe 
fessors of divinity of the first celebrity, 
thase wete not excluded trom salvation 
who from ignorance were unable to make 
tlieir election. He quote several public 
acts of the See of Rome, to shew that 
among Catholics from very early times it 
had been heid an abominable crime to 
asserl that Princes coukl be deposed or 
mutdtered by their subjects. With re- 
gard to ihe much disputed point of the 
veto, he fearcd that heshould disappoint 
many zealous friends of emancipation by 
acsertiug that it vught not to be insisted 





upon, because it had at former periods 
been abandoned; and that unless the point 
were resigned; it would not be fit that the 
disabilities should be temoved. He en« 
tered into a long detail of historical facts 
to establish his assertion;, contending that 
even in 1799, a willingness had been 
expressed to concede to the King this 
eontested power; and cited the works and 
opinions of several Catholic dignitaries, 
ameng whom was the Bishop of Castlebar, 
In Spain itself, during the reign of Charles 
1. in 1761, the king had declared and 
the deelaration aceepied by the church, 
that he would allow no person to be ap= 
pointed to a vacant See, unless he had 
been previously approved by the Court. 
Even Dr. Duigenan himself in 1793, had 
avowed, that if the Roman Catholics 
woukt make oath that they would concede 
it asa tenet of their faith, he would bee 
lieve them. ‘The Honourable Baronet 
afterwards took notice, in terins of dise 
satiefactien, of the conduct of Dr. Milner, 
who, by his iuiprudent zeal, had again 
opened the wouiscd, erroncously imagining 
that the British Government was endea- 
vouring to over-reach the Catholies, note 
withstanding they had stated in a “ynod 
assenibied for tke purpose, that the dee 
mal of the right of Veto to the King, was 
at that (me inexpedient. Even down 
to 1810, the resolution of 1489 had not 
been rescinded, A Paper published on 
the very morning of this debate (Morre 
ing Post) contained soine remarks which 
it was necessary to notice, because they 
were founded in injustice and falsehood, 
aad was a continuution of a serivs of 
sünilar productions, 'Éhe Catholic Com- 
mittee was here charged with intolerant 


„behavters aad with circulating reprinted 


copies of Ward's Errata, the most ine 
famous work ever published. The Hone 
ourable Baronet warmly vindicated the 
Catholic Committee from both these ase 
persions, proving that the book alluded 
to was brought cut by the booksaller, who 
owned it, merely for his own private 
emolument, and that Dr, Troy had freely 
jeined inthe censure of an act só impros 
per atthe present period. The remarks 
introduced into the same publication, 
regarding “ the lamentable situation of the 
two Universities,’ descrved equal reprobaa 
tion, although it was true that the Petition 
presented to the other House of Parliament 
on Tuesday, had been hurried through with 
a celerity little becoming the dignity of 
the scholastic institution from whence it 
had been issued. Upon the whole, afe 
ter te most serious and painful inquiry, 
all that the Honourable Baronet could 
concede was, that he was willing that 
the Catkolcs of Ïreland shoutd be plas 
ced on a footing equal to that which 
they held in any Catholic State.—He 
appealed to the English History, come 
mencing with William Ì. and terminate 
ing with James ÌÌ, to prove that na 
such dangers were to be dreaded, as 
many personas apprehended, and termine 
ated a speech ef much research b 

impressiug upon the House the necess 
«sity of acceding to the motion, to which 
(demanding only investigation) he did 
net Stink cven the Honcurable Member 
for Yorkshire could abject. 

Dr. Duigenan explained, denying that 
he was the author of several of the pase 
sages quoted by the last speaker, 

Mr. Wim. Bankes observed, that after 
the discussion of the subject during many 
years, the question had now been redoced 
to a very narrow compass; the supporters 
of the Catholic claims frad at length abarre 
doned their defenceless outworks, and had 
retired to their last citadel, there to make 
a desperate stand. 'Phe heated deekimaa 
tions on the glaring inconsisteney of the 
rights of citizens and the rights of men hed 
cooled dowa into sossething like plain ärs 
gument, and the sìmple point now to be 
decided was, whether it was fit that the 
resirictions upon the Roman Catholics 
shoukl be reszoved? Much had been 
said of the insecurity of the realm; if the 
claims were conceded, we were reminde 
ed of the miliioas ihat would enlist under:

‘Phe Roman 
Catholics were ready to meet their oppo- 
nents on this subject, but the argument 
against them scemed to be, the impug- 
ning of every Act ef concession ever 
wranted to them, The Acts against the 
Roman Catholics were of such a nature 
as must make the people look to them with 
a specicsof suspicion. ‘he Acts, passed 
against them, «fier the Revolution, and 
before it too, kept pace with the atarvis 
which then agitated the publie advice. 
In 1671, King James pubiished his fr= 
mous Declaration of Fadulgence, After 
1678, the Popish plot toek place, on 
which Roman Catholics were turned out 
of Parliament. The Popish Plot, he was 
convinced, would at thìs moment be 
unavailing toany one of our enemies; be 
he inclined toesteem its operatious ever 
so much, who aided us to entorce it against 
him? ‘The Popish Piot, at this mo- 
ment, deserved ouly to be laughed at. 
How far the disabilities against Roman 
Cathalies were intended to be perpete 
uatel, he thought might be judeed of 
from the terms of the Declaration of 
Rights, in which there was no meution 
of any such resolutions beins to hbe re=

garded as fundamentai, vehich, vtier 
wise, they certainty woeld.

Petitiens aguiust tie Cathotie Claims, 
had, as on former years, been transmitted 
by the Generat Assembly of the Church 
ot Scetland, against hie Caihotie Claims. 
This shewed, however, only that the, 
Rights of the Catholics were no louger 
looked upon with the same jealous eye 
asformerly. IF we looked to Catholic Eu- 
rope, we saw that all the finest arts had 
there flourished—wkhich could not have 
been expected, hal the Catholic Religion 
been so cangcrous, and tiufmical to true 
Prosperity as had been represented. Fo our 
Catholic aneestors we owe our greatest 
blessings. The fiekl of Banymede—the 
glorious fouht battles of Cressy, Poictiers, 
Agincourt, &e.: and were we zow to be toud 
that our Catholie countrymen wouk not 
fxkt for us, because our situation had been 
matured uider a Protestant Government! 
Piat t had Been the intention of Mr. Pitt, 
in granting to the Catholics the rights they 
at present enjoyed, fo ge on Ull he hel 
given them all they could ask, was ape 
parent. HF the Roman Catbotics were not 
entitled to receive what they now asked, 
then kad those privileges formerly eranted 
them, been improperly conierredl--bvery 
thing that justifed their fermer conduct, 
condenined that waich they now pursued. 
Ät was impossible that the Catbolies shoukd 
net eonstder what remained of thrir 
disabitties as a sigma and diswrace.—By 
the indulgences already gramed, the face 
of the country had assumed « greatiy ine 
proved appearance ; a circumstance which 
gave encouragement togo on. As to any 
dread for the Established Relieion, he 
felt none. He head a better opinion of the 
Proiestant faith, founded as it was on 
principle and reason, than to, be afraid of 
u: but if it could not stand against Roman 
Catholic logic, he was satisfied it could 
not be supported by all the tests which 
could be passed. We miseht create a 
source of weakness to our Church by ine 
creasing her enemies ; on the contrary, by 
repealing the tests, the Protestant Church 
might be regarded us the enlightened 
Patroness of Toleration!t He approved 
hiek!y of the mo:ton of the Risht Hon- 
ourable Gentleman ((rrattan) who might 
he truly siyted the wenerable advocate of 
Catnotic richte, and thousht Wat a list of 
(eir grievances might be selected to pre: 
sent to the Prince Regent, so as to procure 
u removal of the most pressing disabilit ies 
under which they laboured. 'Phis woukt 
have the eifect ol tmmmedisteiy enereasing 
our resources. Twenty thousand men 
from the Cathalics of Lretusd would uame- 
diately juin our standard oi Being inform 
ed of the adoption of such a meesure; amd 
such an addition to theacmy ot Lord Wel. 
lington tethe Peninsula, wouid de more tor 
theestablished church, than all the tests 
that could be ijnposed=={(Arar, hear!) 

Mr. Owen, in a long and. argumentative 
speeeh, opposed the motion of the Hon. 
ourabie Gentlectan, as uot more ine 





consistent with the ancient laws and policy 
of ie realm, than weth the imyaztiate 


interesis of the Empire, 

Mir. Vernon prolessed that he had heard: 
nothing altedsed against the Catholics, 
end nothing indeed short of some original 
sia in that body, there was, that could 
induce him to agree with the opicious of 
the last speaker. The Learsed Doctor 
had tatked to them a great deal about the 
dangers of the Catholic persuasion, but 
little or notheng en the injustice of ex- 
cluding from 500 ottiees. of one kind, 
and 2000 of another, a fourth part of the 
Empire, ‘There certainly had been delay 
in pressing the question, on acconnt of the 
known seruples in a ceriain. quarter; but 
now, when the time had arrived that the 
Prince of Wales had assumed the Go- 
vernment of these realms, an expecta- 
tion was certainly entertained that better 
principles would have been adopted, and 
greater views entertained, than those on 


which the greatness of the Richt Hon- 


curable Gentleman was founded. He 
himself was a Member of the University 
of Oxford, and could say, that neither he 
nor his friensis had had any previous 
knowledge ofthe Petition. The Honeurable 


Gentleman concluded an able speech, by 


queting the celebrated anticipation of 
Milton, in which he congratulatvs himself 
in the contemplation of seeing “a noble 
and puissant nation, like a youne eagle, 
scaling her undazrled eyes belore the 
noon-tide beam, while the whole fiock of 
timorous birls flew scared aud terrified 
at the new appearuiee.”’ 

Mr, Marryat concurred in the propriety 
of the motion. He wished to concede 
emancipslien fo the Catholics; but he 
wished to concede it with certain restrice 
ions and guards. He thought the Com. 
mittee sbould be gone into, if it were only 
to ascertain whether such oaths coukdl be 
devised as would secure tie Establishment, 
or whether they couid not. 


Faard Milton deprecated the ery of he 
Church beinzs in danger, raised, he bee 
lieve, vnly to answer political purpascs. 
But they who raised it uniformty avoided 
coming to close quarters-they avoided 
spceeifying where the danger lay. The 
tests which had been cracted, were ecuacte 


“ed not against Catholicism asa religion, 


but as a protection of the State; the nee 
cessity of that protectian had new ceased, 
and the tests should cease likewise. He 
trusted, inleed, that ihey had run their 
race, and that more libertel notions were 
now spreading over the whole empire, 
He was willing to allow that the oppose 
sition which the Right ffonourable 
Gentleman so consistently maintained to 
the measure, was the result of a sincerity 
for wiich he honoured bim; in him he 
ficnly believed it arose from a decided 
conviction of itsdlanver: but he could not 
say so much ol! his subservieut coleagues, 
who got inte oflice by pledging themselves 
to no very sincere hostility to the Cuiioe 
lie claims. He should econelude by give 
ing the motion his support. 

Mr. GC, Adam rose to oppose the moe. 
tion, amil loud cries of ** adjourn—ule 
Journ.”” He eausitered the Catholic Re 
Lirion as essentially dangerous in its ieolne 
trous worship, in its invocafton of sainis 
and images, its auriculer confesszon, and 
its consequent absolution. 

Mr. Barnard spoke against the motion, 
when the auecstion was adljouraed af twe 
o'clock, till this day.
